This annotated bibliography provides elementary and 
junior high teachers with a list of up-to-date social studies 
textbook materials. The texts are arranged topically according to 95 
social studies categories and include works published from 1962 
through 1974, Each annotation includes the text title, source of 
publication, subject matter emphasized, and grade or reading level. 
The teacher is cautioned about actual readability of the material, 
since no formula for readability was applied; rather, publisher 
designation as to grade level appears in the bibliography. Some of 
the major social studies topics of the bibliography include Africa, 
India, the city, Indians, economics, Japan, Latin America, learning, 
regions of the United States, United States history, and values.
